Washington, Jan. 20.—Three French 
w arships are now off the Venezuelan 
coast, prepared to deliver the answ er 
of France to President Castro’s tr e a t­ 
ment of M. Taigny, the French repre­ 
sentative at Caracas, by a naval dem ­ 
onstration in Venezuelan waters. Two 
additional warships will Join them as 
soofi as they can m a k e the trip across 
the Atlantic. 
Until the demonstration 
has been initiated the French govern­ 
ment will share with President Roose­ 
velt and Secretary Root the knowledge 
of the exact form which this expres­ 
sion of displeasure at President Cas­ 
tr o ’s action will take. 
Meantime the delicacy of the situa­ 
tion at Caracas is greatly increased 
by news that

here from the Venezuelan capital re ­ 
garding the attitude President Castro 
now appears to he assuming toward 
Mr. Russell,

When Mr. 
Ide retire* on 
June I, Jam es F. Smith of California, 
a member of the Philippine commis­ 
sion, will succeed to the office of gov­ 
ernor general. 
Governor General Wright tendered 
his resignation as governor general of 
the Philippines several months ago, in­ 
dicating iris desire to retire from the 
Philippine service by the first of the 
present year President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Taft recognnzed

pines as good and he was offered the 
American ambassadorship to Japan.
